Gregory, of the lowa Legislature, who has

Is great'suffering’and- death is certain to, result, 
and likewise to destroy hopelessly: idiotic or 
deformed infants. This is only to be done

Dr. Gregory, like others who 
have advocated such a course, asserts that it is 
now actually followed, only without system and 
without due nuthorization, almost daily in the 
hospitals of Chicago, New York, and other 
cilies, He regards his bill, therefore, as merely 
a legalization of existing practice.
